A good many years ago I 
read a small book entitled “The 
Mistakes of Moses.” When I 
first saw the book and the title 
I wondered what the author 
meant to write about the mis- 
takes of such a great and good 
man as Moses. I did not think he 
ever made any mistakes. I con- 
sidered the writer in poor bus- 
iness accusing a man much bet- 
ter than himself of making mis- 
takes. 


But as Moses was only a man 
the writer was able to point out 
some mistakes—he called them 
mistakes—that were recorded 
in the Bible. Well, at _ first 
thought it does look like it 
was a mistake for Moses to kill 
the Egyptian when he came out 
to be with his people awhile. 
But if he had not he. would 
have gone back to his home 
with Pharaoh’s daughter, per- 
haps, and would not have fied 
to Sinai where he met God in 
the burning bush. 


I have often thought of the 
trick the Gibeonites played on 
Joshua to get him to make a 
league with them so they could 
live and not be destroyed like all 
the other inhabitants were. If 
Joshua made any mistake a- 
bout it at all it was because he 
acted hasty, took them in, made 
the league and did not take time 
to ask counsel of the Lord a- 
bout the matter. 


It may be that this very in- 
cident between Joshua and the 
Gibeonites was the cause of Ze- 
rubbabel taking such a bold 
stand against certain that 
came and wanted to join 
with them in helping to build the 
temple.

So 
few realize how easy it is to 
drift back, especially in these 
last days when Satan is busy in 
every deceivable way, pulling 
down every child of God who is 
not on guard. 


Backsliding Defined 


Ist. Losing the first love. 
“But I fear, lest by any means, 
as the serpent beguiled Eve thro’ 
his subtility, so your minds 
should be corrupted from the 
simplicity that is in Christ.” (2 
Cor. 11:3.)Satan with his sub- 
tility is at work to accomplish 
his one aim—to pull down that 
which Christ has built up-in the 
hearts of men and women. 


2nd. Drifting away from the 
gospel standard of truth. “O 
Foolish Galatians, who hath be- 
witched you, that ye should not 
Obey the truth, before whose 
éyes Jesus Christ hath been evi- 
dently set forth, crucified among 
you? This only would J learn of 
you, Received ye the Spirit by 


_the works of the law, ar by the 


hearing of faith? Are ye so fool- 
ish? having begun in the Spirit, 
are ye now made perfect by the 
flesh?” (Gal. 
become of no effect unto you, 
whosoever of you are justified by 
the law; ye are fallen from 
grace.” (Gal. 5:4.) “Ye did run 
well, Who did hinder you that 
ye should not obey the truth?” 
(Gal. 5:7.) We remember only a 
few years ago when those who 
received salvation seemed to be 
enveloped with a fear which 
caused them to be careful, to be 
on guard at all times, that no 
word be spoken or any act of ill 
be done to anyone, that would 
cause the least irritable feeling. 
Precaution in dress was noticea- 
ble as well, but today, is 
it that way with many? 
We would ask who hath 
bewitched you, that you 
should not obey the truth, etc.” 
If God required so much of us to 
get in His favor, how is it that 
you have become so careless and 
so far from the standard? There 
is no. stopping post on the way to 
eternity. We are traveling all the 
time either forward or backward. 
To travel forward is like rowing 
a boat up stream but when the 
oar stops the boat naturally 
drifts back. 


srd. Turning from God. “And 
the Lord was angry with Solo- 
mon, because his heart was 
turned from the Lord God of Is- 
rael, which had appeared unto 
him twice.’(1 Kings 11:9.) By 
reading the preceding verses of 
this chapter, we see the cause 
of Solomon’s heart being turned 
from God, and so it is with any- 
one who will allow other things 
to draw them’ off, their hearts 
will be turned from God. There- 
fore God’s anger will be on them. 
Backsliding is possible—‘Where- 
fore let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall.” 
(1 Cor. 10:12.) This admonition 
is surely applicable to every one. 
Those who have only received 
the experience of justification 
should take heed lest they fall; 
those who have gone far enough 
to receive the baptism of the 


. Holy Ghost should take heed 


lest they fall. 


Take heed—regard with care. 
Oh, so many have drifted back 
by becoming careless and letting 
the oars rest. 


3:1-3.) “Christ is], 


them which are evil: and thou 
hast tried them which say they 
are apostles, and are not, and 
hast found them liars: And hast 
borne, and hast patience, and 
for my name’s sake hast labored 
and hast not fainted. Neverthe- 
less I have somewhat against 
thee, because thou hast left thy 
first love.” (Rev. 2:2-4.) 

Paul shows a possibility of us 
falling. “Let us labour therefore 
to enter into that rest, lest any 
man fall after the same example 
of unbelief.” (disobedience.) 
(Heb. 4:11.) 

Signs of backsliding. When 
one becomes interested about 
the salvation of his soul, there 
are signs that develop which 
prove the fact; so when one be- 
comes disinterested about his 
soul, there are also signs to 
prove that. We _ shall notice 
some: 

ist. Losing a-love to study 
God’s Word. “Lean of mine own 
self.do nothing: as I hear, I 
judge: and my judgment is just; 
because I seek not mine own 
will, but the will of the Father 
which hath sent me.” (John 5: 
30.) “But he answered and said, 
it is written, Man shall not live 
by bread alone, but by every 
word that proceedeth out of the 
mouth of God.” (Matt. 4:4.) 


2nd. Losing a love for and 
neglecting secret prayer. “But 
thou, when thou prayest, enter 
into thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy 
Father which is in secret; and 
thy Father which seeth in secret 
shall reward thee openly.” (Matt. 
6:6.) 


8rd Ceasing to praise God. “I 
will bless the Lord at all times: 
his praise shall continually be in 
my mouth.” (Psa. 34:1.) “Bless- 
ed are ye, when men shall hate 
you, and when they shall separ- 
ate you from their company, and 
shall reproach you, and cast out 
your name as evil, for the Son 
of man’s sake.Rejoice ye in that 
day, and leap for joy: for, behold, 
your reward is great in heaven: 
for in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the »rophets.” 
(Luke 6:22, 23.) 


4th. Ceasing to assemble with 
God’s people. “Not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together 
as the manner of some is; but 
exhorting one another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching.” (Heb. 10:25.) 
5th. Noticing the faults’ and 
failings of the brethren quicker 
than their good qualities, finding 
fault with everybody, and a lack 
of kindness. ”Charity (love) suf- 
fereth long and is kind; charity 
envieth not; charity vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up.” 
(1 Cor. 13:4.) “Put on therefore, 
as the elect of God, holy and be- 
loved, bowels of mercies, kind- 
ness, humbleness of mind, meek- 
ness, longsuffering; Forbearing 
one another, and forgiving one 
another, if any man have a quar- 
rel against any: even as Christ 
forgave you,so also do ye. And 
above all these things put on 
charity, which is the bond of 
perfectness. And let the peace of 
God rule in your hearts, to the 
which also ye are called in one 
body; and be ye thankful.” (Col. 
/3:12-15) “I therefore, the prison- 
er of the Lord, beseech you that 
ye walk worthy of the vocation 
wherewith ye are called, with alt 
lowliness and meekness, with 
longsuffering, forbearing one an- 
other in love; Endeavoring to 
keep the unity of the Spirit in 
the bond of peace.” (Eph. 4:1-3.)

“And I, brethren, when I came to 
you, came not with excellency 
of speech or of wisdom 
declaring unto you the testimo- 
ny of God. ;For I determined 
not to know anything among 
you, save Jesus Christ, and him 
crucified. And I was with’ you in 
weakness, and in fear, and in 
much trembling. And my 
speech and my preaching was 
not with enticing words of mat’s 
wisdom, but in demonstration of 
the Spirit and of power: That 
your faith should not stand in 
the wisdom of men, but in tke 
power of God.” (1 Cor. 2:1-5.) 
So we see there are signs when 
one begins to drift back, — but 


‘plenty provision is made that 


one need not to fall. ‘“Whereby 
are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises: 
that by these ye might be par- 
takers of the divine nature, hav- 
in escaped the corruption that is 
in the world through lust. And 
beside this, giving all diligence, 
add to your faith virtue; and to 
virtue knowledge; And to know- 
ledge temperance; and to tem- 
perance patience; and patience 
godliness; And to godliness 
brotherly kindness; And_ to 
brotherly kindness charity. For 
if these things be in you, and a- 
bound, they make you that ye 
shall neither be barren nor un- 
fruitful in the knowledgé of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. But he that 
lacketh these things is blind, and 
cannot see afar off, and hath 
forgotten that he was purged 
from his old sins. Wherefore 
the rather, brethren, give  dili- 
gence to make your calling and 
election sure: FOR IF YE DO 
THESE THINGS YE SHALL 
NEVER FALL: For so an en- 
trance shall be ministered unto 
you abundantly into the’ ever- 
lasting kingdom of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ.” (2 Pet. 
1:4-11.) But when these are not 
added, there is danger of falling. 

But the thought is of those 
who have already fallen to some 
extent. We don’t have to go all 
the way back to be backslidden. 
If we are not where we once 
were, we have backslidden 
some. What do?Stop trying al- 
together? No, no, not when we 
need God most. Listen to Jere- 
miah, “Go and proclaim these 
words toward the north, and 
say, Return, thou backsliding Is- 
rael, saith the Lord; and I will 
not cause mine anger to fall up- 
on you: for I am merciful, saith 
the Lord, and I will not keep 
anger forever. Only acknowl- 
edge thine iniquity, that thou 
hast transgressed against the 
Lord thy God, and hast scattered 
thy ways to the strangers under 


every green tree and ye have not } 


obeyed my voice, saith the Lord.. 
Turn, O backsliding children, 
saith the Lord; for I am married 
‘unto you: and I will take you 
one of a city, and two of a fami- 
ly, and I will bring you to Zion.” 

(Jer. 3:12-14.) 


“Remember therefore from 
whence thou art fallen, and re- 
pent, and do the first works; or 
else I will come unto thee quick-

inward man will perish. We 
should be sure to practice these 
daily things which we shall set 
forth from God’s Word. 

Daily reading of the Word. 
(Neh. 8:18.)Nothing can renew 
the inner man _ so_ sweetly 
as reading the Word. It 
cuts off all superfluity, naugh- 
tiness of the flesh, and 
causes the inner man to under- 
stand its deceitfulness and dan- 
gerous leadings. Reading the 
Word builds up hope and pro- 
duces joy which can be obtained 
in no other way.
